Our Contact With Motorists 


By reason of their positions, Judge D. J. Burlingame and 


Upland policemen are the city’s most influential contact men 
with Southern California motorists. 

Every month seores of out-of-town motorists are arrested 
for traffic law violations, 

The local officials are making Upland’s reputation. 
When offending motorists are stopped and cited to appear 
in court, they are naturally in a mood to protest, to berate the 
city and to spread abroad the word to ‘‘wateh out for Up- 
land cops.”’ 

Apparently, however, the offending motorists are treated 
very courteously and are made to realize the error of their 
ways. For many months there have been many arrests on 
Foothill boulevard for traffic law violations, the highway is 
being made safer for traffic, and the city’s good reputation 
hasn't suffered. At least, we have heard very few ‘‘victims”’ 
protest after their visit to the judge, 
~ Nevertheless, the situation is deleate and the loeal of- 
ficials are to be commended for their courtesy in making 
arrests. Judge Burlingame impresses upon the violators les- 
gons in traffic safety and highway courtesy and he is doing 
a splendid job. 

Upland could eapitalize on Foothill bowlevard and no 
doubt easily triple the fines and thus help finance the city’s 
general government. As it is, the traffic fines go a long way 
in paying for maintenance of the police department. That, 
however, is only a result, not the aim, of the officials in their 
efforts to secure highway safety. 

Above all things, Upland should guard very carefully 
against going too far in dealing with Foothill boulevard mo- 
torists. This city could easily be known as a ‘‘traffic trap’’. 


It’s up to the officers to enforce the law and at the same 
time use discretion and to treat courteously all law violators, 
and they seem to be accomplishing this task suecegsfully.

Charges also will be hurled, in 
all probability, as they have been 
already by State Treasurer Chas. 
G. Johnson, that Governor Olson | 
deliberately slashed interest rates 
on State warrants at a time when 
the State’s credit was weak, P| 
thereby precipitated the “money | 
crisis’ as a propaganda vehicle to 
build public support for his pro- 
gram of new taxes. 

All in all, it looks like heads will 
be bashed, ugly words will be said 
—and the much maligned lawmak- 
ers will take almost as much pun- 
ishment as the courageous Poles 
defending the beleaguered city of 
Warsaw.

On Nov. 7 the qualified electors of California will be faced with 
the duty of voting on the “Ham and Eggs” initiative measure, 
which is a proposed amendment to the state constitution. 

I feel that, up to the present time, there never has been any 
measure before the people of California requiring clearer thinking 
or more sound judgment. It is not possible in an article of this 
length to analyze fully an initiative measure containing 11,000 
words. We can touch, however, on a few of the salient points and 
urge every voter to study the text of this measure as I have done, 


What does this proposed law do? Provides a $30 a week pen- 
sion (paid in warrants) for all over 50 years of age as qualified 
in the measure; levies a 3 per cent pyramiding gross income tax; 
names two persons, one of whom the Governor of California must 
appoint within five days after the adoption of this amendment, 
to serve as the State Retirement Life Payments administrator, 
who ig responsible neither to the governor nor to the legislature; 
authorizes the creation of the credit clearings bank of the people 
of the State of California, and authorizes many other things you 
need to understand before voting. 

Thirty dollars a week retirement pension for life for all un- 
employed over fifty! How appealing! Especially when we are 
assured in article eight of section two of the Act that “It is the 
purpose of this article that a proper distribution of existent or 
producible goods, services, conveniences and comforts shall be 
accomplished without detriment to any person, and without tak- 
ing away, confiscating or otherwise subtracting from the eco- 
nomic status of any person or group of persons.” 

It has been carefully estimated that in case this measure car- 
ries it would not be long before California would have one million 
qualified pensioners. On the basis of this number of pensioners 
at $30 a week—$1,560 a year—the pensioners would receive in 
one year one billion five hundred and sixty million dollars in war- 
rants, which warrants the measure provides shall be redeemable 
in one year from date of issue in lawful money of the United 
States, provided that there has been affixed to each warrant so 
presented for redemption 52 two-cent redemption stamps, which 
stamps can hé purchased only with lawful money of the United 
States. 

There is nowhere for this lawful redemption money to come 
from other than from the people of California who are not on 
pension. On the basis of estimates made on the increase in Cali- 
fornia population since the 1980 United States census was taken, 
this state very likely now has a population of around 6,900,000. 
Subtracting 1,000,000 on pension would leave a balance of 5,900,000 
people to pay for the annual pill $1,622,400,000.00 for redemption 
stamps, or an average per capita of $275. Taking the 1930 U. 8. 
census report of four and one-half persons per average size fam- 
ily in the United States as a unit and multiplying $275 by 41%, we 
have $1,237.50 as the average family cost of maintaining 1,000,- 
000 Thirty Thursday pensioners in idleness for three hundred and 
sixty-five days. 4 

On the basis of those actually employed in the state, an emin- 
ent authority states that “This program would cost every em- 
ployed worker in California an average of $625.00 per year. Eco- 
nomists are generally agreed that the effect on business and in- 
dustry would be disastrous.” 

If this plan is to work in actual practice, it will mean that 
each warrant issued to each pensioner will be spent once by the 
pensioner and at least fifty-one times by the general public on 
whom will fall the duty and expense of buying and affixing the 
redemption stamps. No provision seems to have been. made for 
small change in warrants. The Credit Clearings Bank of the 
People of the State of California, which bank is authorized to be 
established by this act, by the very terms of the act therein con- 
tained, cannot give anybody lawful money in exchange for war- 
rants, except at redeniption time. 

Section five of this measure names the conditions under which 
persons may qualify as recipients under oath by their declaration. 
No requirements are made for supporting evidence and no pen- 
alty imposed for fraud. At least, none is stated in the Act. 

I shall not herein enter upon a discussion of the consequences 
of the 3 per cent gross income tax imposed by this measure upon 
the gross income of every person, firm, association, co-partner- 
ship, or corporation, when transacted in lawful money of the 
United States, said gross income being in excess of $3,000 (all 
income derived from interstate commerce being excepted). I just 
want to point out that in its effect this is apparently a cumulative 
transaction tax that will undoubtedly be passed on by the mer- 
chant to the ultimate consumer, while at the same time the farm- 
er is powerless to do likewise and who will, therefore, pay it both 
coming and going. 

There are many other features of this pension plan worthy of 
discussion—and some of these will be referred to later.

With hundreds of interested par- 
ents and other Uplanders in at- 
tendance and closely inspecting 
the building, this community's 
new, ultra-modern school structure 
was impressively dedicated in 
Tuesday night’s ceremonies. 

Dr. Merton E. Hill, the first prin- 
cipal in the Fannie D. Noe struc- 
ture, was an honored guest and 
principal speaker, His informal, 
interesting ‘address of reminis- 
cences touched on the early be- 
ginnings of the Upland and Chaf- 
fey school districts—and it con- 
tained an urgent appeal on behalf 
of education. 

616 SEATS 

The large audience gathered 
early in the new auditorium with 
its 616 theatre-type seats. The 


people admired the rich, deep blue } 


stage curtain and attractively fin- 
ished walls of the community’s 
largest meeting hall. The radio 
and record selections were softly 
broadcast over the public address 


system as a prelude to the formal | 


program 
The curtain was raised and on 
the stage were Superintendent 


Harold W. Cook, all the persons 
having a part on the dedicatory 
program, and honored guests. 
After the varied and interesting 
program, the visitors thronged 
through the new building and min- 
utely observed the cafeteria, ad- 
ministrative offices, library and 
the 16 classrooms. 
EXPECTATIONS REALIZED 
For months there has been talk 
about all the modern features, de- 
signs and equipment that was to 
make up the new educational cen- 
ter. The public in general had 
been lead to expect an outstanding 
structure—and based on the many 
comments during the inspection 
period it is evident the expecta- 
tions were more than realized. 
Among the visitors were many 
mothers and fathers, who with 
great pride inspected the class- 
rooms in which their children are 
students. Many of the teachers 
were in their rooms and the fond 
parents not only inspected the new 
building and the various rooms but 
also visited with the instructors. 
Some parents noted the inter- 
room communicating telephone 
and broadcasting system. Others 
observed the new type of desks 
and chairs, the pleasing colors 
used in finishing each room, the 
spaciousness of all the rooms, the 
door in each room leading out on 
to a patio, and many other unique 
features.

California’s land, an arid and 
semi-desert waste, has, through ir- 
rigation, been forced to produce 
huge crops. Thus, the agricultural 
industries themselves are, to a 
large degree, artificial, As short 
a time as 50 years ago, the great 
farm valleys were wastelands and 
desert into whose reclamation has 
gone untold human suffering. 

From the earliest times, the her- 
itage of the land has, by means of 
clever manipulation, remained in 
the hands of the few. The de- 
mand for labor has been supplied 
by first one, then another of im- 
ported groups, largely alien, until 
there has been developed an agri- 
cultural system under which the 
workers not only do not own the 
land, but do not even live on it. 
Seasonal crops have given rise to 
a fluctuating demand for a mobile 
sort of labor. So the result is not 
a state of home-owners—farmers 
all—but “factories” as the unit, 
emplcying great numbers at low 
wages, with living conditions leay- 
ing much to be desired. The ulti- 
mate solution of this problem in 
California involves certain basic 
changes in the entire structure of 
the state. Truly this is a book 
for thinking people everywhere.
